From this it appears. says the Governor,

that most of the so-call- ed conspiracies
were really mere creatious of police officers
who endeavored to have them organized
with the hope of gaining glory and roward.
by subsequently discovering tbem.

In conclusion, the Governor refers to the
conduct of presiding Judgo Gary, during
the trial. He says:

It is further charted with much bitterness by
those who speak for the prisoners that the rec-
ord of the case shows that the Judge
conducted the trial with malicious ferocity
and forced eight men to be tried together;
that in cross-examinin- g the state's witnesses be
confined counsel for the defense to the specifier
point touched on by the state, while iu tho
cross-examinatio- n of tho defendant's witneMe
he permitted the State's attorneys to go Into all
manner of subjects entirely foreign to the mat-
ters ou which the witnesses were examined
in chief; also, that every ruling through-
out the long trial, on any contested point,
was In favor of the State, and. further,
that page after page of the record contains
insinuating remarks of the judge made in the
hearing of the jury aud with the evident In-
tent of bringing tho Jury to his way of
thinking; that theso speeches coming from
the court were much more damaging
than any speeches from the State's attorney
could possibly have been; that the State's uttor-ne- r

often took his cue from the judge's re-
marks;, that the judge's magazine article,
recently published, although written nearly
six years after, Is yet full of venom; that
pretending to simply review the cae.
he had to drag into his article a letter written by
an excited woman to n newspaper after the trial
was over, and which, therefore, had nothing
whatever to do with the case and was put
into the article simply to create
a prejudice against the woman, as well
as against the dead and living: and that, not
content with this. he. in the same article, makes
an insinuating attack on one of the lawyers for
the defense, not for anything done at
the trial, but ' because more than
a year after tho trial, when some
of tho defendants had been hung, he ventured to
express a few kind. If erroneous, sentiments over
the graves of his dead clients, whom, he at least,
believed to be innocent. It is urged that such
ferocity or subserviency is without a parallel in
all history; that even Jeffries in England cou-tent- ed

himself with hanging his victims and did
not stoop to borate them after they were dead.

These charges are of a personal char-
acter, and while they seem to be sustained
by the record of the trial and the papers
before me. and to. show that the trial was
not fair 1 will not discuss this feature of
the case any further, because it is not
necessary. 1 am convinced that it is my
duty to aot in this case to grant aa abso-
lute pardon to Samuel Fielden, Oscar
Neebe and Michael Schwab, this 26th day
of June, 28J3.

The Anarchists at Home.
Chicago, Jnne 2o. The Anarchists ar-

rived in this city at 7:30 this evening, on
the Santa Fe road. Quite a crowd had
gathered at the Doarborn station to wit-
ness the arrival. The three men and Mr.
Dreyor left tbe train at Twenty-thir- d

street to avoid a demonstration
and went qnietly to their homes. On tbe
way np from Joliet the three men promised
Mr. Dreyer to eschew anarchy forever.
Schwab expressed the sentiment that
next to freedom the most desir-
able thing was security, and the
other two men agreed with him. At
their homes they were greeted by a few of
their friends, who congratulated them on
their return. Tho men were overjoyed at
regaining their freedom. The meeting of
the men with their families was touching.

Governor Altgeld's action created no
great surprise here. While it waa not
looked for to-da- y. it was expected from the
Governor's well-know- n opinions upon the
matter that the pardons were merely a
question of time, and a short time at that.
Lver since the men went to Joliet there has
been a strong movement on foot for their
release. Tho great mass of Germans, the
Turner societies and the foreign element
generally have been strong in urging their
freedom. Few petitions so large as
those sent in behalf of Schwab,
Fielden and Neebe were ever
prepared in this country. They came
from all parts of America, and inoluded as
signers men of every stamp of opinion and
every trade of position and wealth. The
Cbioago papers comment on the pardoning
of the Anarchists as follows:

zens of Chicago, which, assuming the
prisoners to be guilty, stated the belief
that the prisoners have been punished
enough, bat number of them who have
examined the case more carefully laie
their appeal on entirely different grounds,
and assert:

First That the jury which tried the case was
n packed Jury, secured to convict.

second That, accordiug to the law. as laid
:d own by tho Supreme Court, both prior and sub-
sequent to the trial of this case, tho Jurors, ac-
cording to their own answers, were not compe-
tent Jurors, aud the trial was, therefore, not a
legal one.

'In the community, that he could nut and did not
grant a fair trial.

Upon the qnestionof having been pun-
ished enough, 1 will merely say that if the
defendants had a fair trial, and nothing
has developed since to show that they are
not guilty of the crime charged in the in-
dictment, then there ought to be no execu-
tive interference for no punishment under
our laws can then be too much. Govern-
ment must defend itself. Life and proper-
ty must be protected and Jaw and order
must be maintained. Murder must
be punished, and so it the defend-
ants are guilty of murder, either committed
with their own hands or by some one else
acting on their advice, and if they have
had a fair trial there should be In this case
no executive interference. The soil of
America is not adapted for the month of
Anarchy. While our institn'irns are not
free from injustice, they are ,:nl the best

z that have yet been devised, anj. therefore
must bo maintained.

THE GOVERNOR'S REASONS.
On the first proposition the Governor

ho wa that the jury was not selected in the
usual way by drawing names from a box,

"but that on motion of the State's attorney
the court appointed Henry L. Kice as spe-
cial bailitt to summon such men as be saw
fit. and that Kice elected jurymen whom he
knew to be prejudiced against the de-
fendants. By this means, and with the.
aid of the court, which refused
to sustain challenges for cause, the
defendants were compelled to exhaust the
their peremptory challengesand were lorced
to take prejudiced men. The allegations
that tho special deputy was prejudiced and
selected only such men as he Doasted
"would hang the defendants" is supported
by the atlidavit of one of the most prom-
inent business men in Chicago. In this
connection the Governor quotee numer-
ous extraots from - the examination
of jurymen, which, be asserts, tends
to show that jurors who had
positively confessed to a pronounced preju-
dice and bad stated that they could not try
the case tairly, wers taken in hand by the
court subsequently and persuaded to ray
that they thought they could give a ver-
dict in accordance with the evidence. In
one case the juror frankly stated that he
was so handicapped bv bis prejudice that
he could not try the case fairly,
but that the presiding judge. Gary, over-
ruled the challenge for cause, and in the
presence of the entire panel remarked,
"Well, you are sufficiently qualified far a
juror. Tho more a man feels that he is
handicapped, the more will ha be guarded
against."

On the second point the Governor quotes
from the record of the Supreme Court of
Illinois, in what was known as the Cronin
ruse, in which the examination of jurors
was similar to that pursued in this oase
and in which the jurors' answered
were almost verbatim as in this,
in which the court held that the jurors
were utterly incompetent, and that the
mere fact that the judge bad succeeded by
an adroit manipulation in getting a juror to
say that he would try the case fairly on the
evidence did not make him competent
after he bad expressed strong prejudice.

On the record question, where the proof
bows the guilt of the defendants, the

Governor first cites the presiding judge's
theory as to the ground noon which the
conviction was had, namely, that it was
not on acoount of any personal participa-
tion in the act which caused the death of
JJegau. but because the defendants bad ad-vli- fd

by speech aud printing general in
terms, violence it is shown in this connec-
tion that the prosecution in this way made
it appear that the man who threw the
bombs acted upon advice given by tho ac-
cused.

The Governor says that the aotual throw-Sn- g

of the bomb was probably an aot of
vengeance committed by some one who
had been maltreated by police captain
John Bontield, who was In charge of the
quad of police into which the

bomb was thrown. Numerous aff-
idavits and statements are quoted showing
that Uoutietd had been guilty of innumera-
ble arts of violence and brutality com-
mitted upon workmgmen. and by slandersduring times of labor troubles. That the
aot of throwlngtho bomb was an act of
one seeking personal revenge tor outrages
committed by Captain Bontield is
made to appoar probable from statements
and affidavits, especially when it is
remembered that only one bomb was
thrown, and that if any body "or associa-
tion of men had assembled for a purrose of
murder or assassination. theiraction would
have been concerted, and a number of
bombs could have been thrown.

UNTKOVOKLD MURDER.

Clay City Desperado Shoots James Biggs-T- alk

of Another lynching.

Clay City, lnd., June 23. Poor Jim
Biggs, the victim of Silas Owens's murder-
ous bullet Friday night, died here this
morning. All Clay City is furiously indig-
nant, and there are strong indications of a
mob going to Brazil, where Owens is incar-
cerated, and string up the desperado.
Biggs was a steady, peaceful miner, who
recently came here from Kentucky. He
had tbe respect of all his companions, and
had ottered no insult to Owens.

The unprovoked shooting was one of the
most infamous crimes ever committed here.
Owens has beon noted as an all-rou- nd

tough for years. A few years ago he
shot Jim Cook, almost killing him.
Friday nisbt he got on a spree,
and rnnning across Biggs accused him of
throwing rocks at him. Before Biggs had
time to guard against any danger Owens
fired, striking him in the neck, the ball
ranging upward and lodging somewhere at
the base of tho skull. Biggs was paralyzed
in bis lower limbs and partially bo in his
arms. He was delirious at times and lin-
gered in great agony until death came.
Before the shooting of Biggs, Owens had
been tiring his revolver on the streets, but
as usual tbe marshal did not molest hi in.
The marshal is severely criticised for not
taking charge of snch characters before it
is too late to avert trouble.

NEST OF TWO HUNDRED TARANTULAS,

Wealthy Farmer Killed on the Streets of
I'aris by a Commission Merchant

Paris. Ky.. June 23w This morning TL B.
Hntchcraft shot and killed Daniel Stuart
in this city. Hutchcraft is tbe head of the
large wholesale commission firm of K. B.
Hutchcraft & Co., and is oue of the wealth-
iest men in the county. Stuart was a
wealthy Fayette county farmer. About
eleven months ago Mrs. Daniel Stuart, who
was the 6ister of Hutchcraft, was Killed
with a pistol. Stuart claimed she com-
mitted suicide, but her relatives claimed
that he had killed her. From letters writ
ten by Mrs. Stuart to her brother Hutch-
craft, it was learned that Stuart had
treated his wife iu a cruel man
ner, and bad gone so far as to- -

threaten to kill her. Siuce her death
Stuart has on dillerent occasions attempted
to raise a disturbance with Hutchcraft,
and ho invariably walked away and re-
fused to quarrel with him. This morning
the two men met in the street, and Stuart
demanded the letters Hutchcraft received,
saying: "Unless you givo them to ine with-
in a week 1 will kill you." Hutchcraft re-
plied: 4Vou cannot get the letters, but I
will show them to any friend you will
name," and then walked away from Stuart.
They met again soon alter. Stuart once
more demanded the letters, and struck
Hntchcrait three times over the head with
a loaded cane. Hutchcraft drew his pistol
and shot three times, one ball lodging in
the right breast, oue iu the left breast and
the other under tbe left eye, the last ball
striking in tbe identical place where
Stuart's wife was shot. Stuart tried to
draw his pistol, but was not quick enough,
liutchcralt ia about lifty years old, and has
a wife and three children. After the kill-
ing liutchcralt fainted from loss of blood
